2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Prior arts of record do not disclose a vehicle to vehicle communication method and 
apparatus set forth in claims 1, 14, 23 or 28 in which a first and a second vehicle are each 
provided a vehicle-to-vehicle-communication apparatus, the first vehicle transmits an interrupt 
request to a second vehicle located behind an interrupt point, a network incorporating the first 
and the second vehicle is formed; the interrupt request is received and is responded; the 
interrupt request is a request to enter a road segment in which the first vehicle seeks to travel 
from the first end to the second end, and the second vehicle seeks to travel from the second end 
to the first end on the road segment that lacks sufficient width to accommodate two directions 
of road traffic. Claims 1 or claim 14 further discloses flashing an external light on the vehicle 
before the interruption point if the request is acknowledged.
